Football Viewed as 

Tonic in Soft Age 

Character Building Takes Place 

on Athletic Field, Says 

Harman 



SPEAKS AT MEN'S GROUP 



"The softer an age is, the greater 
is the need for a virile game like 
football," said Harvey J. Harman, 
head coach at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, in the course of a talk be- 
fore the James C. Simpson Men's As- 
sociation of the Baptist Church on 
Tuesday evening. 

Mr. Harman's talk, which was en- 
thusiastically received by a large 
gathering of men and boys of the 
Borough, was supplemented by a 
unique demonstration of football tac- 
tics by Stanley Sokolis, captain of 
the Penn team, and George Munger, 
varsity halfback. 

Pointing out that character train- 
ing of youths was being left more and 
more to the school and church, Mr. 
Harman emphasized his belief that 
football is here to stay. Whereas the 
home was formedly the scene of char- 
acter building, he said, it is becoming 
the pre-occupation of the school, and 
it is the athletic field that plays the 
biggest part. 

"When the boys are out on the 
field," he said, "they lose their own 
identity in working for the interests 
of the team. It is not all fun prac- 
ticing every day throughout the foot- 
ball season, and there are plenty of 
times when the going is tough, but 
the fellows learn that you have to 
keep going regardless and this devel- 
ops a moral quality which is mighty 
hard to learn in the classroom or 
anywhere but in a strenuous com- 
petitive sport." 

The demonstration by Sokolis and 
Munger, claid in football togs, gave 
the gathering a good idea of some 
of the more intricate fine points of 
football. Methods of blocking, charg- 
ing, falling on the ball, shifting the 
ball, avoiding tacklers, etc., were dem- 
onstrated by the players with the as- 
sistance of two boys from the audi- 
ence. 

The movies of last Fall's Penn-Cor- 
nell game shown by Mr. Harman prior 
to his talk, covered practically the 
entire period of actual play. Aside 
from a tendency toward faintness at 
times, the pictures gave a vivid pic- 
ture of the game, illustrating Cor- 
nell's famed off-tackle play to per- 
fection, both when it worked as it 
should and when it failed. The one 
touchdown of the game was also clear- 
ly presented. 

It was announced that W. Curtis 
Bok would be the speaker at the April 
meeting of the Men's, Association and 
his subject, "The World Court."

Dr. Beury Advocates 
Political Education 



America Needs Statesmen Pre 

pared for Leadership, Rotar- 

ians Are Told 



MANY LAWS ILL-ADVISED 



"Education in this country, as it 
applies to producing men trained for 
larger problems, is a disappointment." 
So stated Dr. Charles E. Beury, presi- 
dent of Temple University, in his 
talk before the Bala-Cynwyd-Nar- 
berth Rotary Club Tuesday. 

Dr. Beury took as his topic "Edu- 
cation and the World's Unrest." In 
his talk he pointed out the lessons 
to be gleaned from the stock market 
debacle of 1929 and the resulting de- 
pression. 

"The stock market crash, which fol- 
lowed an orgy of gambling, squeezed 
$26,000,000,000 of water out of stock 
values," he said. "That in itself was 
a good thing, but it went further 
than that. Fifty billions in real 
values went with the other and 
brought the effect of the crash down 
upon millions who were in no way 
responsible for it. 

"We have been following false gods. 
The Machine Age has run away from 
us, and sooner or later we must real- 
ize that money is not the index of 
happiness. Most wealthy men I know 
are not happy. 

"Despite our national opportunity 
we seem to have gone to seed through 
lack of prepared leadership. With 
one-sixteenth of the world's land sur- 
face and one-seventeenth of the pop- 
ulation, we control half the commerce, 
finance and manufacturing, a great 
percentage of the raw materials and 
six or seven times the automobile 
output of the rest of the world com- 
bined. 

"The United States is the least safe 
of all countries today. We have 
passed 250,000 laws in 20 years, many 
ill-advised and many unenforceable. 
As a result we are not responsive to 
the mandate of law. 

"In this country we shun politics, 
and thus the young men are not prop- 
erly prepared for a career of states- 
manship. In England the better class 
of young men prepare at Oxford and 
Cambridge to take over the reins. 
The present situation in Congress 
demonstrates the need of a better 
class of statesman." 

Dr. Beury closed his talk with a 
brief review of the career of Dr. 
Russell H. Conwell founder of Tem- 
ple. During his lifetime, the speaker 
pointed out, Dr. Conwell earned over 
$6,000,000, every cent of which was 
devoted to public good. 

"Dr. Conwell left no money," he 
concluded, "but he left a far greater 
heritage."

COOKE OPPOSES NOEL 

Efforts to unite Narberth Republi- 
cans under the Organization banner 
have reached an impasse with the re- 
sult that there will be contests for 
the posts of committeemen and com- 
mitteewomen at the Spring Primaries 
on April 26. 

The Independent faction, under the 
leadership of Fred Walzer, have put 
candidates in the field in the first 
and second districts in opposition to 
the present committeemen and women 
who are the Organization representa- 
tives, while in the third district, the 
Independent candidates are unop- 
posed. 

Charles V. Noel, Johnson lieuten- 
ant and committeeman in the Bor- 
ough for over 20 years, is opposed in 
the first district by Arthur L. Cooke, 
former Legion commander. Likewise 
in the first district, Mrs. Louise V. 
Cockrill, present committeewoman 
and organization worker, will be op- 
posed by Mrs. A. C. Miller, Independ- 
ent candidate for the post. 

In the second district, the organi- 
zation committeewoman, Mrs. Maud 
K. Reeves, is opposed by Mrs. Louise 
Town, and George O. Schroder, pres- 
ent committeeman, who is backed by 
the Independents, is unopposed. 

With the removal from the Borough 
of the organization committeeman, 
William W. Fretz, from the third dis- 
trict, the Independent committeewom- 
an, Mrs. Margaret Griswold, and new 
Independent candidate for committee- 
man, Herbert A. Barton, are unop- 
posed.

Investigation Needed 

Newsworthy is the following tele 
gram received this week from Coun- 
cilman Clarence Kaeber from Syra- 
cusc N. Y. i 

"GREATLY INTERESTED IN 
ARTICLES IN LAST WEEKS 
ISSUE RELATIVE TO MERGER 
OF THE BOROUGH WITH 
LOWER MERION HOPE TO SEE 
THIS WEEK DETAIL OF STAT- 
ED SAVING TO TAXPAYERS." 
It is felt that it is not the function 
of Our Town to advocate or inveigh 
against consolidation of the Borough 
with Lower Merion Township until 
a citizens' committee has thoroughly 
investigated the matter and reported 
its findings to the citizens of Nar 
berth. The saving to taxpayers as 
the result of a merger is a matter for 
this committee to ascertain and needs 
must result from a painstaking study 
of Borough and Township finances. 
It would also seem that the cour- 
teous thing would be for this citizens' 
committee to communicate with the 
Commissioners of Lower Merion, in 
forming them of the movement under 
way in the Borough and requesting 
their co-operation in making facts 
and figures available for study. 

It cannot be assumed that because 
Lower Merion enjoys a 9-mill Town 
ship tax rate Narberth, by reverting 
back into the Township, could im 
mediately have this rate. Its bonded 
indebtedness would have to be paid 
off by the expedient of a higher tax 
rate than the rest of the Township 
until this should be accomplished. 

It must also be ascertained whether 
by eliminating the duplicating gov- 
ernmental functions of the Borough, 
the Township tax rate will provide 
enough revenue to carry on the ad- 
ministration of Narberth. The Town- 
ship authorities, naturally enough, 
will not welcome annexation of the 
Borough if it will mean an increased 
tax burden, and their objections, if 
this should seem to be the case, may 
well carry weight with the Court 
in deciding the matter. 

Then, there is the matter of the 
School districts to inquire into. If 
consolidation is brought about, the 
Narberth School District would natu- 
rally become a part of the Lower 
Merion School District, but there is 
here also the effect to be looked into 
of such procedure on the Township 
school tax rate. 

As a matter of information we are 
printing herewith the State law on 
annulment of borough charters. Ar- 
ticle III of Act No. 145, published 
in the Laws of Pennsylvania for 1931, 
reads as follows: 

Section 301. Petitions for the 
Annulment of Charters or 
Change of Corporate Names. — 
The several Courts of Quarter 
Sessions within this Common- 
wealth shall have power, upon 
petition of two-thirds of the tax- 
able inhabitants of any borough 
heretofore incorporated, to decree 
the annulment of the charter or 
the change of the corporate name 
of such borough. In the case of 
an annulment of charter, such 
petition shall set forth that the 
petitioners desire that the terri- 
tory embraced within such bor- 
ough shall revert to and become 
a part of the township from 
which it was taken or that it shall 
be created a new township of the 
second class, in which case the 
petition shall also set forth the 
proposed name of the new town- 
ship. 

Section 302. Filing Petition; 
Notice; Exceptions; Decree. — Up- 
on presentation of such petition 
for annulment or change of cor- 
porate name to the Court, it shall 
be filed with the clerk, and notice 
thereof shall be given in at least 
one newspaper of the proper 
county for a period of not less 
than thirty (30) days immedi- 
ately preceding the date of such 
hearing and during which time 
exceptions may be filed to such 



application by any person inter- 
ested; and at such hearings the 
Courts shall make a full investi- 
gation of the case and, if it shall 
find the conditions prescribed by 
law have been complied with and 
shall believe that it is expedient 
to grant the prayer of the appli- 
cants, shall grant the same and 
make a decree accordingly; and 
said application and decree shall 
be recorded in the Recorder's of- 
fice of the proper county. 

Section 303. Territory to Re- 
vert to Township; Corporate 
Name Changed; Indebtedness. — 
Upon the recording and filing of 
such decree, as above provided, in 
case of an annulment of charter, 
the lands embraced within the 
limits of such borough, the char- 
ter of which is annulled, shall 
thereupon revert to and become 
a part of the township from 
which it was taken, and be under 
and subject to its government and 
control; or shall become a new 
township of the second class 
under the name set forth in the 
decree of Court: Provided, how- 
ever, that any indebtedness of 
such borough shall, in cases 
where such borough reverts to a 
former township, be paid from 
taxes assessed and collected from 
that portion of said township 
formerly included within the lim- 
its of such borough; and provided 
that in the case of a change in 
the corporate title of said bor- 
ough shall thereafter be set forth 
in said decree, but such change 
shall not in any way affect any 
liabilities incurred, rights accrued 
or vested, obligations issued or 
contracted, or any suits or prose- 
cutions pending or instituted to 
enforce any right or penalty ac- 
crued or punish any offense com- 
mitted prior to such change. 

All costs and expenses incident 
to the proceedings for the annul- 
ment of the charter or change of 
the title, as aforesaid, shall be 
paid by the petitioners.

Library Announces Reading 

Lists as New Service 



Perhaps because of the interest of 
college men and women in the gradu- 
ate reading lists of their colleges, the 
Library has been conscious for some 
time that there is an increasing tend- 
ency among its patrons to read con- 
sistently along given lines. Some- 
times this leads to a selection of books 
concentrating on a subject in which 
the reader has already discovered an 
interest, and frequently it expresses 
a desire to broaden the scope of his 
reading for the purpose of finding 
new interests. 

To serve either of these purposes, 
or both, the Library has prepared 
twelve lists of books on as many dif- 
ferent subjects, each list comprising 
the titles of those books now in the 
Library most suitable for the purpose, 
supplemented by occasional purchases 
of new books to keep the lists up to 
date. 

It is the intention of the Library 
to publish these lists once a month 
in "Our Town," keeping copies on file 
at the Library for the benefit of those 
who wish to follow the course seri- 
ously. The books selected for the 
lists will be grouped for one month 
in a conspicuous position, to be re- 
placed by another group as its list 
is published for recommendation. The 
suggestion has been made that any- 
one interested in so serious a pro- 
gram should devote to it that hour 
which has been saved by eliminating 
unnecessary motions connected with 
the daily activities. In this' way it 
is argued that at least one of the 
books on the list may be read each j 
week. I 

The lists have been compiled with ! 
great care in consultation with per- 1 
sons of authority on each subject, and 
include such titles as "modern biogra- 
phy," "government and economics," 
"novels you meant to read," "histor- 
ies," etc, The first list to be pub- 
lished, which will appear next week, 
is "Plays and Players." This list 
will be of interest to many who fol- 
low the modern plays either on the 
stage, or as in days of depression, by 
the fireside. The new plays which 
are now in New York, as well as 
books dealing with the theatre as a 
profession, and with the lives of act-! 
ors, are included. When it is consid- 
ered that the time consumed in read- 
ing a play is little less than in its 
performance, one could almost agree 
to "do" a play a night.

Feature League Meeting 

The Merion Branch of League of 
Women Voters held a meeting on 
Monday afternoon at the home of 
the chairman, Miss Florence Evans, 
650 S. Highland avenue, Merion. 

The following were appointed mem- 
bers of the nominating committee for 
the election of officers of the league 
in May: Mrs. William M. Gehmann, 
Jr., chairman; Mrs. Clarence A. Gard- 
ner and Mrs. John List. 

The international relations commit- 
tee, under the direction of Miss 
Evans, was in charge of the program. 

Mrs. J. Bruce Byall gave a review 
of the Sino-Japanese question which 
has resulted in the probable with- 
drawal of Japan from the League of 
Nations. According to Mrs. Byall, 
the League has not been much help 
to the Japanese. The Japanese Gov- 
ernment declines to give Sir Eric 
Drummond, secretary general of the 
League, statements called for under 
paragraph two, Article XV, of the 
League Covenant. She also gave an 
interesting sketch of the international 
concessions in Shanghai and the po- 
licing of this section by the various 
nations. 

Mrs. W. C. Newman, the second 
speaker, gave a brief outline of the 
history of the uprisings in Russia 
and the final establishment following 
the war of the present Soviet Gov- 
ernment under the five-year plan, 
with Josef Stalin at its head. All 
the energy of the present Communist 
Government is bent upon completing 
this plan in 1933. Following there 
will be another, the 15-year plan, 
which includes the spread of Com- 
munism in every part of the world 
and eventually the establishment of 
a Communistic form of government 
in every country. 

Miss Marion Justice was the next 
speaker, and her topic was the Philip- 
pine Islands and the granting of their 
self-government. Up to the present 
time there has not been much done 
in this respect, although there is a 
bill now before the Senate. Many

To slow up 
along the wayside means the wayside 
permanently for that team. To ad- 
vance a team must win. That means 
a high degree of concentration and 
the experience fits boys for harder 
battles later on.

The Main Line League is over for 
the season. A well-balanced, evenly 
matched group of teams, consisting of 
good players who can take it and 
hand it out without murmuring and 
complaining. Coaches would have 
few worries if they could have all 
players who can "take it." Ask any 
one of them. "Beggars" have no 
place in the modern sports program, 
and the rapid play and high stand- 
ards of most teams elevate his style 
and his outlook or he drops out.

possible. 

The speaker of the evening was the 
Rev. "Jack" Hart, whose teachings 
among the students at the University 
are well known. Mr. Hart began by 
telling of his enthusiasm for the fore- 
going talks about the blind and Braille 
work.
